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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's arguments presented In the response filed March 1 , 2206 are not persuasive of patentability 
because Kuennen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,368,504) clearly discloses a filtration media having a bimodal particle size distribution (see col. 
2, lines 1-6); and one of ordinary skill In the fluid filtration art would have been motivated to employ a filtration material having the recited 
particle size distribution in the system of Kuennen et al., in order to obtain a corresponding balance between filtration capability and flow 
rate in this reference system. Also, the Rinker declaration filed March 1, 2006 has been noted and carefully considered, but is not deemed 
to be persuasive of patentability. As pointed out above, the reference clearly discloses a filtration media having a bimodal particle size 
distribution, and the exact manner (i.e. grinding process) in which this particle size distribution is obtained is not deemed to be relevant. 
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
